Pull over if 
firefighters 
using 
cautionary 
lights

Under the Highway Traffic Act, 
a firefighter may carry, in his or 
her vehicle, a lamp that produc- 
es intermittent flashes of green 
light. It enables firefighters to 
operate the lights if the motor 
vehicle is proceeding to a fire 
or other emergency. 

There is a further section that 
states no person other that a 
firefighter may use such a light. 
Prior to the green light, a flash- 
ing amber and white light with 
the letters VFF was used. 


Keeping in mind that this . 


light is being used in a personal 
vehicle and not a well- marked 
emergency vehicle, the public 
should make an effort to pull 
over and allow these vehicles 
to pass. Naturally the quicker a 
firefighter can arrive at the sta- 
tion the sooner they can arrive 
at a fire scene or car accident. 
It could be your house that's 
burning and your assistance is 
requested to help these volunteer 
firefighters do their jobs 

The light is a cautionary light 
only and technically does not 
allow the driver to break any 
rules of the road. 

Bill Kelly, Fire Chief for Wark- 
worth/Hastings, advises that 
firefighters are cautioned reg- 
ularly to use good judgment 


-when they are on their way to 


the fire hall. He advised that 
anyone with a complaint should 
contact him and he would be 
willing to discuss the issue.

Liberal support is soft and one 
bad week by the Liberal party 
could blow them out of the race. 
‘The same is true in the Harper 
camp....a wrong word or state- 
ment could put the Liberals right 
back on top. Many polls show 
that even a Liberal minority 
is now in doubt. Paul Martin's 
Quebec lieutenant admitted 
Liberals might be headed for 
a minority government. Jean 
Lapierre made the statement 
last week and immediately re-

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Achieving “happy roots” goal 
of good container gardening 


By Madeline Simpson 
--Norma Evans 
of Omemee, a Master Gardener, 
was the guest speaker at a re- 
cent meeting of the Campbell- 
ford and District Horticultural 
Society. Her interesting subject 
dealt with the successful imple- 
mentation of “Container Gar- 
dening and Potscapes.” 

When planting a container, 
the most important step is to 
keep the plant roots happy. A 
container too small can change 
the roots, causing crowding 
and heat and wind damage. 
To obtain happy roots, use a 
soil mix of compost, peat moss, 
vermiculite and maybe some 
fine gravel at the bottom of the 
container. 

The soil should be light and 
crumbly, so that when you wa- 
ter it drains through the soil and 
yet leaves some moisture be- 
hind, and plenty of air pockets. 
If you dont have the ingredients 
to make your own mix; it is now 
sold in large bags. Your own mix 
will need fertilizer. This can be in 
the form of grow sticks, Schultz 
Multi-Cote (18-4-12) or a slow 
release form like Plant Prod (14- 
14-14). Use only about one-fifth 
of the recommended amount, 
and not every week. 

When filling the container 
leave an inch of space at the top 
for watering. Mulch the top of 
the soil with bark, coloured mar- 
bles or nut shells, to give an at- 
tractive look. 

Choose a pot with drainage 
holes, or add some if it is lacking. 
Bigger pots are better. If the pots 
are clay, soak them well before 
planting. White hanging pots re- 
flect sunlight, dark pots absorb. 
To keep the soil from drying out 
by sun and wind, protect the pot 
by planting trailing vines, such 
as ivy, trailing lobelia, vinca, ba- 
copa, creeping jenny, thunber- 
gia, etc. Put large containers on 
a wheeled dolly so that they can 
be moved to different locations, 
such as a shady area if you plan 
to be away. 


Retaining Moisture 

Use cocoa mats to line hanging 
pots. They last for at least three 
vears. Punch holes in the mat 
for good drainage. Sphagnum 
moss can also be used, or baby 
diapers with holes punched in 
them will do a good job. Putting 
a pot inside a larger pot for insu- 


lation, especially if it is located , 


in the sun, is another moisture- 
retaining ploy. 


What Plants? 

Fill the pots with perenni- 
als, grasses, small hostas, spi- 
der plants, and even vegetables 
like carrots or beets, with their 
ferny of colourful foliage. Place a 
trellis in a pot and plant a sweet 
flower. Save the potatoes it pro- 
duces to start new plants. 


Kind of Pots 

Many kinds of pots can be 
used—wash tubs, baskets, sap 
buckets, wheelbarrows, golf 
carts, stumps, rocks with wide 
cracks or spaces (excellent for 
hens and chickens), boots, milk 
cans, hollow logs, kettles, large 
jugs and ornamental stone con- 
tainers. Use your imagination 
and be on the lookout for cast- 
offs. These containers can be put 
in strategic places—at the sides 
of doorways, on steps, grouped 
on patios, by trellises of gates or 
in shaded areas. These areas are 
called portscapes. 

Norma showed slides of gar- 
dens she had seen in other places 
such as Turkey, Canary Islands, 
New Brunswick, Niagara, Wiar- 
ton, Lindsay and Bobcaygeon, 
with their different uses of con- 
tainers. 

Enjoy container gardening and 
indulge your creativity. Use im- 
patiens and begonias for shade; 
bulbs in the spring, geraniums, 
mini roses, purple oxalis and 
herbs. Even many of your in- 
door plants will thrive outside 
in a sheltered area.

Empire Cheese—a 100-year-old tradition! 


Campbellford—The Empire 
Cheese and Butter Co-opera- 
tive, located near Campbellford 
on County Road 8 en route to 
Stirling, is a business steeped 
in tradition. 

The first factory was built in 
the late 1870s, over 130 years ago 
on a farm that is now owned by 
Glen and Sandra Petherick. 

At that time the property was 
owned by John Haig, who was 
also the company’s first chee- 
semaker. This factory site later 
became a brickyard and traces 
of brick are still visible in this 
field today. 
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The second factory was built 
by Tom Naylor and was situ- 
ated on Ron Cleverdon's farm, 
where the well still supplies 
the Cleverdon farm with wa- 
ter. Some of the cheesemak- 
ers in this plant included Tom 
Naylor, Charles Stephens, Jack 
Kitchen, Bob Maybee and Les 
Shillinglaw. 

In the fall of 1952, Kimberley 
Cheese Factory closed down 
and in 1953 the two factories 
amalgamated to form the pres- 
ent Empire factory built on 
land then owned by Harry Ste- 
phens.

Lives in Dairying 

The stories people tell about 
their experiences developing 
their farms are many and var- 
ied. Some farms were carved 
from the bush or built up from 
bare land. Along with plenty 
of hard work, early mornings, 
and late nights by the princi- 
ple farm operator, the contri- 
bution of women and families 
remains an important feature of 
the family economy that makes 
the lifestyle and the business of 
the dairy farm possible. 

Sometimes this work is easy 
to see - with tasks such as milk- 
ing, picking rocks, running ma- 
chinery, and working with an- 
imals. Sometimes it is in the 


background, especially in tasks 
like cooking, preserving, tend- 
ing to a house and small chil- 
dren, keeping chickens or a large 
garden, keeping the books, or 
stepping in to milk or clean the 
barn to accommodate a hus- 
band’s meeting schedule. The 
point is that change is always 
constant: just as soon as one 
thing is fixed, more needs to be 
done. Dairy farming is always 
about building up. 


The Farm 

A typical Farm in the 1900s 
didn't have more than 12 milk- 
ing cows because hand milking 
was a lengthy process. When 
milking machines came into use 
(about 1945) farms expanded 
and by 1950 many farms had 
milking machines. Many farm- 
houses started out as small shan- 
ties made from the trees cleared 
off the land. A two-story clap- 
board house was built later as 
the farm progressed. 

Early barns were multi-pur- 
pose buildings, often built of 
logs or readily available mate- 
rial. Sometimes logs were put 
aside as the land was cleared, 
then hauled away to the local 
sawmill and cut into lumber 
before being returned to the 
home place for building to 
begin. Building and thresh- 


ing times were also commu- 
nity times - times when labour, 
machinery, and knowledge were 
shared amongst neighbours to 
get the job done. 


Pet Government 
gescalde their combined 
workings, the federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the 
provincial Department of Ag- 
riculture did much to assist 
early farmers. They were ac- 
tive in anticipating the needs 
of early dairy farmers in Brit- 


ish Columbia. They expanded 
their offices to accommodate 
the movement of settlers to 
remote areas in the province. 
The first Dominion Dairy Com- 
missioner was appointed in 
1890 to initiate programs and 
policies to support the devel- 
opment of the dairy industry 
across Canada. Early federal 
initiatives include an iced but- 
ter railway car service (1895), 
funding for cool cheese curing 
rooms (1902), and the grad- 
ing of butter and cheese for 
export (1923).

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Second milk marketing 
stream ruled “detrimental” 


Allowing a second milk mar- 
keting stream “would be det- 
rimental” to the existing 

supply-management system, 
the Agriculture, Food and Ru- 
ral Affairs Appeal Tribunal has 
stated. The decision came in 
denying an appeal to exempt 
Georgian Bay Milk Company 
(GBMC) producers from Dairy 
Farmers of Ontario (DFO) quo- 
ta regulations. 

The tribunal, in a written de- 
cision dated March 28, stated 
DFO has authority after July 
31 to review the licences of 24 
non-quota-holding producers 
shipping milk to GBMC. 

The tribunal exempted the 
GBMC producers from hav- 
ing to comply with DFO quota 

regulations until then. After 
July 31, the tribunal stated, 
“DFO is not required to ex- 
empt.GBMC producers from 
a requirement that they hold 
five kilograms of quota.” 

GBMC producers current- 
ly ship their milk to the US., 
or to Ontario processors to 
be made into products for ex- 
port, the tribunal noted in its 
decision. 

The loss of the exemption 
means GBMC producers will 
have to comply with DFO quota 
regulations. These regulations 
require a producer to hold a 
minimum five kg of quota as

out a licence, a producer isn't 
allowed to market milk in the 
province.

In 2002, total net farm cash 
receipts from the dairy sector 
stood at $4.2 billion. This puts 
the industry in fourth place in 
the Canadian agriculture sec 
tor behind grains, red meats 
and horticulture. Nearly 38,000 
people work on dairy farms and 
close to 26,000 others work at 
the primary processing level. 

Canada exports higher-val 
ue dairy products such as aged 
cheddar cheese, some of the fin 
est specialty cheeses, ice cream 
and dairy beverages to tradition- 
al and new markets.

The Canadian dairy sector 
has developed a cattle popu- 
lation of the highest genetic 
level in the world.

The industry has excellent re- 
search and development capa- 
bilities, both at the production 
and processing levels. Impressive 
research facilities (government, 
universities and private-sec- 
tor) contribute to the long-term

of dairy products-through the 
development and transfer of in- 
novative technologies. 
Canada’s dairy sector func- 
tions under a supply manage- 
ment policy framework. This 
orderly marketing system is 
designed to encourage the pro- 
duction of sufficient volumes 
of industrial milk and cream 
to meet domestic demand for 


dairy products as well as cer- 
tain planned exports. 

The Canadian Dairy Com-

And for his part, Mr. Fac- 
ey-Crowther says it was “awe- 
sortie watching the kids extend 
themselves. and watching them

“The goal was to create in

He agrees with Mrs. Orton 
that the day was a demonstra- 
tion of the school board's Char- 
acter Education initiative. 

“It's a fancy term but it just

each other. 

“That's what we do at the 
school.” 

The students, he satd,

Campbellford - The value of a major theft of lawn tractors 
from Bob Mark New Holland Farm Equipment on County 
Road 30 could run as high as $50,000. 

Northumberland OPP said a number of lawn tractors 
were taken from the firm over the weekend. Four riding 
mowers were stolen, including one New Holland and three 
Simplicity mowers.

In his opening statement 
Green Party candidate Tom 
Lawson stated he was mak- 
ing “no promises. He said the 
Green Party is the“political arm 
of a world-wide environmental 
movement’ but not an one issue 
party. Mr. Lawson said his par- 
ty has been described both as 
being right wing and left wing, 

-when in fact they are neither. 
He said the real battle is not be- 
tween political ideals but rather, 
“between small versus big.” 

In his closing statement Mr. 
Lawson noted society has to 
change its thinking from what 
it wants to what it needs.

Canada lacks a comprehensive 
national database-for collecting 
information on dairy farm health 
and production. But University 
of Guelph researchers are work- 


‘ing with dairy industry partners 


to develop an information sys- 
tem that will support producers 
management decisions. 

Population medicine protes- 
sors Kerry Lissemore and Da- 
vid Kelton have several research 
projects on the go that they call 
collectively “A Decision Support 
System for the Ontario Dairy 
Industry.” 

As part of this overall scheme, 
they are developing guidelines 
and national standards for dairy 
cattle disease recording and pre- 
sentation. These guidelines will 
help researchers investigate the 
genetic component of disease, 
compare disease occurrence na- 
tionally and internationally, and 
modify management practices 
to promote animal health. 

“One of our goals is to com- 
bine biological information 
with financial data,” says Lis- 
semore. “Ultimately, the goal of 
dairy producers is to preserve 
the health of their herds and 
increase their enterprise prof- 
itability. Understanding the in- 
terrelationship between the bi- 
ology of the dairy herd and the 
economics of the farm business 
allows us to help dairy produc- 
ers reach that goal.” 

Lissemore and Kelton are de- 
veloping techniques to integrate 
these seemingly disparate areas. 
But their work isn't done in a 
usual laboratory setting -- in- 
stead, Ontario dairy herds are 
their data source. It’s the way 


Database goal to enhance 
dairy health, production 
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rhore comprehensive data col- 
lection -- so they can keep their 
fingers on the pulse of Ontar- 
ios dairy herd health status and 
productivity. 

The sentinel herds are a net- 
work of dairy farmers and their 


to get the high-quality produc- 
tion, disease and financial data 
they need. 


Tangible Resources 


‘The system is being developed 
in conjunction with the dairy in- 
dustry. In fact, its organizations 
suctvas the Ontario Dairv Herd 
Improvement Corporation (On- 
tario DHI) and Promark Tech- 
nologies that are contributing the 
tangible resources, while Lisse- 
more and Kelton are providing 
their advice and expertise. 

In response to increasing 
global trade opportunities and 
reduced government funding, 
the Canadian dairy industry is 
undergoing many changes. The 
researchers saw this as an op- 
portunity to develop mutually 
beneficial partnerships. The Uni- 
versity gains affordable access to 
valuable data for research pur- 
poses, while the industry gains 
insight and analysis. 

Kelton and Lissemore are 
working on a related project 
to complement their decision 
support system research. They're 
working with industry partners 
to develop a “sentinel herd net- 
work” -- co-operator dairy herds 
that are willing to participate in

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Candidates address integrity 
issue at Rotary verbal battle

Integrity, accountability and 
transparency-all buzz words 
that Liberal candidates have 
been forced to respond to at 
all-candidates meetings for this 
June 28th federal election. 

It wasn't much different as 
the Northumberland/Quinte 
West candidates met Monday 
to do verbal battle at the Rotary 
Club luncheon. Liberal incum- 
bent Paul Macklin is the man 
on the hot seat, trying to defend 
his leader Prime Minister Paul 
Martin, from corruption charges 
that just won't go away. 

Macklin and his opponents- 
Dr. Doug Galt of the Conserva- 
tives, Russ Christianson of the 
NDP and Steven Haylestrom 
of the Green Party-received an 
opportunity to deliver their best 
standard party platform pitch 
and then were subjected to a 
few questions from the Ro- 
tarians. 


Of course, the integrity is- 
sue came up, with the ques- 
tion phrased to lay some of the 
blame on the civil service be- 
cause expenditures originate in 
that department. Candidates 
were asked how the govern- 
ment should guard against the 
massive sponsorship scandal 
happening again. 

After PM Paul Martin found 
out about adscam, said Mack- 
lin, he immediately set up a par- 
liamentary committee to. deal 
with the issue. 

“It was to look into the op- 
eration of the government,” he 
explained. “One of the ideas that 
seem to have merit is to have 
the Deputy Ministers report 
back to parliament and being 
held responsible for all finan- 
cial transactions.” 

Christianson defended Can- 
ada’s civil service, referring to 
them as being renowned for 
their professionalism. 


“It's important to keep that 
in mind and feel proud of it? 
said the NDP hopeful. “I think 
in terms of some of the issues 
that responsibility the political 
masters must be held account- 
able. There must be checks and 
balances built into the system 
that holds politicians respon- 
sible, so that Ministers cannot, 
ona whim, move large amounts 
such as $250 million around 
anywhere they want to spend 
it” 

Christianson said that every 
good manager knows that ac 
countability and responsibility 
must go together with the bu 

saucracy, which should include 
auditing and a greater role for 
the Auditor General. 


An Embarrassment 


Dr. Galt said he found the 
Liberal adscam mess to be an 
outright embarrassment. In 
addition to a greater role for 
the Auditor General, he said 
an actuary committee should 
be appointed by parliament, 
and not the Prime Minister, to 
oversee financial dealings like 
they already do in the provin- 
cial government. 

“What I find difficult to ac- 
cept is how the government has 


muzzled the inquiry into the 
federal sponsorship scandal, 
using their majority to suspend 
the hearings,” said Galt. 

“In other countries, like Eng- 
land, we would have had a re 
port tabled long ago. But we 
cant even get a report started 
until next September to have 
the first witnesses appear be- 


fore the committee and it will, 


likely be another year or so be- 
fore Canadians hear the final 
results. We must change that 
kind of a system, 

The Green Party's Steven Hay 
lestrom called the recent cor 
ruption and patronage a way 
of life for the three tradition 
al parties “so I don't really see 
how these revelations come as 
a surprise.” 

It seems only normal that 
there would be checks and bal 
ances implemented, he added, 
wondering why they had been 
ignored. 

“Maybe they werent there 
intentionally in order to create 
a loophole sothis government 
could look after their friends,” 
he charged, “The Green Party 
looks at the big picture. We be 
lieve in operating efficiently in 
the intérests of the electorate, 
not ourselves.”

tioning program to follow so 
when they come together for 
a two-a-day practice week at 
the end of August they they 
will be ready. 

Those sessions will include 
equipment and contact. 

“They need that because they 
are going to be behind -- espe- 
cially the seniors,’ Todd says. 

Jim admits to his football bias 
and is confident the sport has 
much to offer Norwood Highs 
students and the communi- 
ty that will come out to cheer 
them on. 

“It's going to teach them some 
discipline which they can car- 
ry into the classroom,’ he says.

- Quinte Conservation Naturalist Wins Award 


Quinte Conservation’s Natu- 
ralist and Special Events Coor- 
dinator, Terry Spraque, is this 
year’s recipient of the Richards 
Education Award, presented 
by Ontario Nature. The award 
recognizes an individual each 
year who succeeds in helping 
people understand the natural 
world and become enthusias- 
tic supporters of conservation 
and environmental protection. 
Terry Sprague has operated a 
series of outdoor events with 
the Quinte Conservation since 
1996, in an effort to draw the 
public’s attention to the diver- 


< sity of flora and fauna in the 


Quinte region. 

The award was presented 
at Black Creek Pioneer Village 
in Toronto during Ontario Na- 
ture’s Annual General Meeting 
and Gathering, on May 29th. 
The award was in the form of 
an engraved plaque, as well as 
a multi-engraved trophy which 
is kept at Ontario Nature's head- 
quarters in Toronto. The plaque 
presented to Sprague recogniz- 
es his “long history of involve- 
ment in natural heritage educa- 
tion throughout Prince Edward 
County as author, guide and 


public speaker” Sprague was 
nominated by Quinte Water- 
shed Clean Up. 

In presenting the award, On- 
tario Nature President Dawna 
Monk Vanwyck, acknowledged 
his almost 40 years as a colum- 
nist, and his program of out- 
door events and seminars that 
draw close to 3,000 people an- 
nually. 

This is not the only recogni- 
tion that Sprague has received 
for his work. In November of 
2002, after being nominated by 
his co-workers at Quinte Con- 
servation, Sprague was present- 


Housing shortages for bluebirds 


in the Quinte Area 
Nesting box project 


By: Terry Sprague 
Naturalist Quinte Conservation 
In the Quinte area we are in 
the natural range of the Eastern 
Bluebird. Once a very common 
and popular songbird in this 
area, they re now in trouble. 
Sightings are not common, 
but increasing steadily due to 
a number of successful nest box 
projects. Local populations are 
returning to some areas of the 
Oak Hills and southern por- 
tions of Prince Edward County. 
We are dealing with a housing 
shortage and this is where you 
can help by building a blue- 
bird house. 
There seem to be three rea- 
sons for the bluebird’ decline. 
The bluebird is a cavity nester 
and an ideal habitat is one with 
older established woodlots and 
orchards surrounded by open 
grasslands. Decaying trees with 
generations of deserted wood- 
pecker holes provide ideal nest- 
ing sites. Today's farmlands and 
subdivisions hardly provide this 
environment. 


A second problem involves 
the competition for nesting sites. 
The House Sparrow and the Eu- 
ropean Starling, both introduced 
species, end up occupying any 
available sites before the mi- 
gratory bluebird returns from 
the south. Finally, the bluebird 
is a rather shy individual and 
the more aggressive European 
Starlings, House Sparrows and 
Tree Swallows end up forcing 
the more timid bluebirds out 
of the area. 

The bluebird box does not 
need to be elaborate. The lum- 
ber used car be either pine or 
white cedar, and will last for 
many years. We suggest using 
screws with protective coatings 
and joinery can be less than per- 
fect. Gaps will allow for a more 
natural look, as they would find 
in the wild, and will provide 
much needed ventilation. A 
hole 1.5 inches in diameter is 
recommended. anything smaller 
will discourage bluebirds and 
anything larger will allow star- 
lings to enter. Do not attach a 


perch to the entrance as this 
will encourage predators. 

Painting your box is option- 
al. If you choose to do so, al- 
low it to dry thoroughly be- 
fore erecting the box as paint 
or stain odours may discour- 
age occupancy. 

Some research indicates that 
“bluebird trails” with six to 12 
boxes are effective. an area with 
access to open grassland and 
wooded areas is ideal. Most 
farmers are only too happy to 
get rid of insects and will cer- 
tainly give you permission to 
establish a bluebird trail on 
their property. Experience shows 
that boxes placed about two 
metres off the ground at 200 
metre intervals makes an ide- 
al trail. Bluebirds seem to like 
boxes that are fastened to a post 
or pole, rather than attached 
to a tree. Remember - you are 
dealing with a shy individual, 
so keep your distance during 
the nesting season. In the fall, a 
stroll along your bluebird trail 
to empty the old nests is all that

Multicare official says seniors —

Taking advantage of the pres- 
- ence of the four major federal 
election candidates at a forum to 
__ address health care issues June 
11th at Campbeliford Memorial 
Hospital, Linda Bracken took 
on the role of defender of what 
she describes as “the voiceless 
seniors in our society: 

Linda is manager of the 
Campbellford Multicare Lodge, 
consisting of 49 apartment units, 
which provide a variety of ac- 
commodation options for se- 
niors and the handicapped. 

She noted that as the over 65 
population increases, the num- 
ber of seniors who must rely on 
the Guaranteed Income Sup- 
plement to make ends meet is 
increasing. She said there were 
some 137,000 more GIS recipi- 
ents in 2003 than in 1993. 

Mrs. Bracken asked how se- 
niors receiving a total monthly 
income of $1,095 or $13,141 a 
year can cope with the rising 
cost of many essential prod- 
ucts and services such as energy 
costs, property taxes, insurance 
rates and drug prices? 

Conservative candidate Doug 


Galt said his party plans to dou- 
ble the tax credits for caregivers 


to stay in homes longer, “which ° 


I believe most seniors prefer.” 
He said the Conservatives, if 
elected, would appoint a Min- 
istry of State responsible for se- 
niors, which would advocate on 
such issues as elderly abuse. 


Shameful Situation 

The Green Party's Steven Hay- 
lestrom described the plight 
of the elderly as shameful. “It's 
shameful that the government 
confines people who have pro- 
vided us with everything we 
have in life today to live in 
poverty.” 

He said the government sub- 
sidizes the oil industry to the 
tune of $4 billion and the nu- 
clear industry to some $8 bil- 
lion, subsidizing companies that 
are damaging our environment 
and yet expect seniors to live 
on just over $1,000 a month. 
Haylestrom said the Green Par- 
ty will do a much better job of 
looking after the elderly and 
would make that a number one 
priority.

Macklin said there is some- 
thing distressing to him that 
his party pledged $681 mil- 
lion for affordable housing a 
few years ago only to have the 
province of Ontario refuse to 
sign on for the initiative.
